Say by what arts your Society has rofe to its prefent great 
neis, and by what accidents Learning is fallen into uni- 
verfal decay. Is it thac there is no new matter left to 
excite curiofity ? Have our fathers extended their conquelts 
fp far over ignorance, that there are no realms of light 
Jeft for their fons to explore? But ftill, methinks, we 
fhould be often furveying our pofieflions, and not, like 
prodigal heirs, defpife them becaufe they were not of our 
own acquiring ; or, like fome Antiquarians, becaufe they 
are common to every one’s improvements. The {oil, 
with proper cultivating, is ftill capable of bearing, tho’ 
we fhould {uppofe in lefs abundance than in the times of 
the Patriarchs, 

One ftop to its progrefs, Sir Witt1am TempPte ob- 
ferves, was, ‘ That very foon after its entry upon the 
* ene of Chriflendom, another -was made by many of 
* the new Jearned inen into enquiries and contefts about 
‘matters of Religion, the manners and maxims, and 
‘ inititutions of the Clergy for feven or eight centuries 
‘pil, the authority of Scripture and Tradition, of 
* Popes and of Councils, of the antient Fathers, and of 
‘the later School-men and Cafuilts’. If thefe were 
the burden of a former age, What might we not expect. 
from the freedom of this? How little time is now loft in 
enquising into antient religious opinions of any fort? 
Here we fet up for originals ourfelves, and have formed 
fuch a negative fyftem, as our fathers never durft have 
hoped for. In fhovt, fuch noble apologies have been 
made for the darknefs of our underftandings in this par- 
ticular, that one would hope we fhould have been pro- 
portionably enlightened in fome other ; but as yet we fee 
Ro figns of fuch fuceefs: Like young projectors, flufhed 
Witt tco much wealth, we pride ourlelves in demolifhing 
the unweildy ftrudiures of our Anceltors, and feem to 
vr our grandeur only by the rubbith we make out 
Another reafon afligned for the decay of Learning is, 
2 Riches or Luxury fo univerfally engrofs the purfuits 
wee ae” little is regarded but wat contributes to 
ih ms f % ry Phis, I know, has been a com- 
pee gre In all times.

This contempt for Learning has been farther increaf- 
ed by the imputation of Pedantry, which fome ‘cholars 
having jufily incurred, is occafionally thrown as a re- 
proach upon all. Upon this head, Sir W. Tempis 
again obferves, * That an ingenious Spaniard would 
* needs have it, thatthe ridicule of Knight Errantry had 
* ruined the Spanifh monarchy.’ Before the Hislory of 
Don Quixore appeared, Love and Honour took up 
the whole life of every Cavalier; but thele two mercu- 
rial paffions being once killed, their death has been fol- 
‘awed with nothing bu: folemn pace and long cloaks. 
In like manner, Learning has, I fear, been brought into 


no grace to the voice of Farinetyi? or the nt fick of) 


hard to be determined, which difcovers moft the Cynic 
or the Platonitt. "Tis great pity wit fhould fometimes 
fali into this vein, which is at belt but a younger brother 
to Learning; and the only difference between them is, 
that the cone values himfelf for the acutenci’s of his 
parts, the other for his patrimony lefe him. 

Another reafon which may be afligned for the decay 
of Learning is the luxury of the prefs. Our choice is 
diltraéted by the too great multiplicity of books, and the 
natural ardor of mankind after knowledge, filed by the 
fewel for it. So that in this reipect Learning, as for- 
merly the commonwealth from whence we received ir, 
feems to Jabour under its own greatnels. 

But as this is an invidious topick to your Society, 
who live by the prefs, or ftarve by it, 1 thall arge on 
the other hand, that printing has rather too much facili- 
tated than ob{truéted Learning, that the tault therefore 
is to be laid upon the publick, not upon the prefs. Thes 
then the Huctiana, At. 73. 

* One of the principal caufes of the decay of Learn- 
‘ ing is, in my opinion, the over great care that has been 
* taken to preferve it; injomuch, that the new methods, 
* that have been thought of to make men knowing, have 
‘ been one obltacle to their being fo. At the revival of 
‘ letters, the diflicuby of maering them increafed the 
defire after them, and called fortn ail the diligence of 
the fludious. Few helps were then at hand ; printing 
had not as yet multiplied books beyond number; the 
works of the antients were forced to be read in mana- 
{cripts, which were often very hardly decyphered: 
thofe that the prefs obliged the pubiick with, came 
from it in a plain form, deflitute of all thofe metho- 
dical appendages that.make the ufe of them eafy 5 fach 
as Tranflations, Prefaces, Arguments, Sections, Notes, 
Commentaries and Indexes, Grammars and Diiona- 
ries, the keys of Learning, were then very: fearce 3

as any fince: I will name only four about that time, 
who, for their extent of reading, can fearce be equalled. 
Josepn Scaticer in France, Grotius in Holland, 
Usner in Iscland, and Sevven in England; not to 
mention all thofe great Lawyers which fill the firit page 
of Dr. Winxin’s Life of the lait. From the Reltora- 
tion we have been polifhing Learning, rather than mak- 
ing any addition toit. To render it familiar among us, 
it has been made to fpe:k in our own language, and 
jet off in the genteeleft diefs that wit and fancy could 
devile. ButI tubmic it to you, Gent!einens whether, 
with its rufticity, it-may mot have loit fomewhat of it: 
itrength. Allthings now appear under the modelt name 
of Effays, which are often but an agreeable way of en- 
tertaining the reader (as I may now) without makeing him 
ajot the wiler; we come from them as trom courtieis, 
tho’ they deceive our expectations, yet we can’t but 
own their manner is wonderlully engageing. ' 
I have coiifidered Pedantry here, rather asa fpecies 
of i/1 Taffe, than of il] Manners. Far be it from me 
to bean advocate for the latter in any thape. I readily

‘ very ill effect. ‘he eafe chat has been afforded to ftudy, 
‘ has produced a relaxation of it, and we ftop at that 
‘ falfe erudition which is at the bottom of the hill, to 
‘ fave ourfelves the trouble of climbing up to the top of 
‘ it, where true Learning is feated. The multitude of 
© Abridgements, of Neto Methods, of Indexes, of Difio~ 
‘ navies, have damped that lively ardour which made 
fcholars; and they have thought to know, that with- 
out any ftudy, which they were aflared might be learn- 
‘ ed with but moderate pains. All {ciencesare now chiefly 
comprifed in Didtionaries, we want no other keys to 
unlock them : there’s fcarce a man of tolerable reading, 
but when furnifhed with a good Moreart, thinks him- 
felf upon a level with the learned of the firit rank, 
the compilers of which were below thofe of the fe-
